CORPORAL STANLEY 
WRITES 


Written prior to the heroic 
Stand of the Canadian Contingent 
against the Kaiser's hordes, with 
its resultant loss of many brave 
lives and the incapacitating of so 
many others, a letter received last 
week from Corporal Stanley, of 
Strathmore, nevertheless presents 
a very interesting statement of 
the conditions of lite in the 
trenches. It also contains inter- 
esting information as to some of 
the boys from Strathmore, who 
are with the contingent. 

Corporal Stanley writes in his 
letter: 

“We have been in France for 
the past two months, and for the 
past six weeks have been pretty 
much in action. I would like to 
be able to give you a few details 
regarding the many strange 
places and sights we have seen, 
but the rigid censorship will not 
permit. However before this 
letter reaches you, you will have 
heard more of the contingent. 
Contradictory tothe many rum- 
ors of the death of Bill Knyvett, 
I am pleased to say he was very 
much alive, when we last saw 
him at Salisbury, where he was 
enroute to the base, from whence 
he was trying to transfer to the 
New Zealanders in Egypt, the 
climate being more suitable for 
his health, The rest of the 
Strathmore boys are all very well 
except Yorkie; who is in another 
Brigade and is at present in hos- 
pital, We donot know what he 
isin for. Weare all old sweats 
now, with the old sweats legit- 
mate grouch, The atrocities 
committed by the Germans, that 
we used to think paper talk, are 
not only facts but undescribable. 
We have seen many fine histori- 
cal buildings that have been 
wante. ly destroyed, The Ger- 
mans are not content with shel- 
ling the Canadians in the trench- 
es, but used to come over every 
morning in aeroplanes, and drop 
bombs in the town where we are 
bileted, by way of an appetiser 
for breakfast, but luckily they 
never did any damage. You 
have probably seen more in the 
papers than we are allowed to 
tell you. All the Strathmore 
boys express their sympathy with 
Mr Alex Buckingham in his sad 
bereavement, also Mr and Mrs 
Wilkins, and as we are in the lo- 
cality of his regiment, we will 


make enquiries as to where he 
was buried, and will do our best | 


to erect a permanent memento 
from the Strathmore boys” 


In conclusion Corporal Stanley | 


expresses the regards of himself 
and the rest of the boys from 
Strathmore, and voices the hope 
of some of the boys that they will 
be back here in time to attend 
the next Bachelors Ball. Th y 
have to control their exuberant 
spirits while in the trenches, or 
they would be liable to get more 
than ‘thalf-shot”

CALLOUS CONDUCT OF A 
TELEPHONE MAN 


“Ha! Ha! Ha! They've got 
her at last." was the amazing de- 
claration of a Government Tele:

There are stated to be more per- 
sons than one in the neighborhood 
who hive condoned Germany's 
action in drowning non-comhatant 
men, women, and children, and it 
is well they should be warned to 
keep their mouths shut in future 


We are very tolerant people as a 
whole, but there are limits, and 


when people have friends and dear 
relatives fighting against a murder- 
ous and dishonourable enemy, they 
cannot remain tolerant forever,

The Kingston “Standard” a few 
weeks ago advanced the suggestions | 
that every city and town hall should 
have a bureau to encourage “Made- 
in-Canada” goods. Developing the 
idea the editor pointed out that 
money spent by public officers for the 
00d of the public should serve the 
good of the public by being invested | 
in what makes work for Canadians 
There are cas s in this country of 
councils and boards of works turning 
down Canadian tenders even when 
they were jower than foreign ten- 
ders; or because they were a few 
dollars higher; or because they want 
ed to try experiments; or because | 
they figured that the factories which 
paid taxes inté their own civic treas- 
ury could afford to beat up business 
abroad. Happily, such cases are not 
now as frequent as they used to be. 
The civic employers and spenders 
of Canada as a whole, have got it | 
strongly into their heads that it is 
far more important to nave labor busy 
in factories and able to spend wag:s 
for “Made-iu-Canada” goods, than to 
have labor tramping the streets loo- 
ing for charity or work, It is better 
to have meu busy on some thing that 
represents a fair investment of labor 
than busy on work that is done by a 
corporation just on purpose to keep 
men from being idle. | 
A skilled mechanic may be able to 
handle a shovel on a plece of road- 
work, But he won't do it as well 
as the man that’s brought up on the 
shovel. His power to work depends 
on the thing he does. When he is at 
a job that docs not sult him he waetes 
his labor. The elvic government that 
does not help to keep labor busy in 
its own factories, or factories else- 
where in Canada, is neglecting a gold- 
en opportunity to help along a move- 
ment that keeps civic governments 
from having bad economic problems 
on their hands. Every municipal 
government in Canada should be a 
civic headquart-rs for the purpose of

Farmers and the Fin- 
ancial Aspects of The 
Proposed Liquor Act 


When the farmers of Alberta were 
asked to sign the petition of the 
Legislature asking for the passing 
of the Liquor Act, or its submission 
to the people, were they given an 
opportunity of reading the Act be- 
fore signing the petitions, or were 
they told simply that they were 
signing tor an act prohibiting the 
sale of liquor within the Province? 
If the latter was the case they sign- 
ed the petition under an erroneous 
impression. They did not sign on 
behalf of the Prohibition Act, pure 
and simple, but the Proposed Liquor 
Act, which is a very different thing 
from the root and branch Prohibi- 
tion 

Will the carrying of the Liquor 
Act give any real benefit to the 
farmers of Alberta? No; On the 
contrary, it will impose many hard- 
Ships, not he least serious of which 
would be increased taxation, Is this 
a time when the expenditure of the 
farmer can be increased? The reverse 
is rather the case. He would be tac- 
ed however with the duty of helping 
to make up and also to provide 
for the increased provincial expendi- 
ture required to carry on the Liquor 
Act (which would be practically 
without any revenue for the purpose, 
and with the lessened demand tor 
barley which would result in lower 
prices for this grain. The farmers 
in Alberta were recently urged to 
grow more barley for export pur- 
poses but how can they do this 
if the home market is crippled and 
there is also a smaller outside de- 
mand? 

The chief thing which the farmers 
of Alberta willdo well to consider 
is the effect which the passing of the 
Liquor Act would have upon their 
own expenditure. This they can 
keep right by voting against the 
Liquor Act which the Temperance 
people have hoodwinked them into 
supporting under the guise of 
prohibition, 

When the tarmers, toc, go into 
the towns and villages, they use 
the hotei accommodation conducted 
under the existing Liquor License 
Ordinance. Under the proposed 
Liquor Act there would be no pro- 
vision for hotels at all and their sup- 
ply would be left to haphazard or the 
enterprise of private citizens. This 
would work a hardship which the 
promoters of the Liquor Act would 
do nothing to redress, 

Further no tarmer, could be pre- 
vented from importing liquor from 
other provinces for beverage pur- 
poses under the Act but he would be 
absolutely” prevented from buying 
liquor in the Province except from a 
registered druggist and upon a doc- 
tor's prescription tor purely medicinal 
purposes. In addition to paying tor 
the liquor he would have to pay the 
doctor's fee which would add mate 
erially to the cost of the liquor. 
Even if he had alcholic liquors in his 
own home, he could not administer 
them to a sick or injured member 
of his family without having receiv- 
ed a doctor's prescription. 

All these are matters which the 
farmer should keep in mind. In 
every way the effect of the proposed 
Liquor Act would be to. make the 
farmer dig deeper down iuato his 
pocket. He should carefully read 
over the proposed Liquer Act 
from start to finish and ascertain 
what benefits he would receive trom 
it to offset its many disadvantages.
